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Turkey 
Warns Arabs 
on Dispute 
With Syria 

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Turkey has 
warned Arab leaders not to bring 
up disputes over sharing water and 
its military pact with Israel at this 
weekend’s Arab summit, diplomats 
said Wednesday. 

Arab leaders will try to come up 
with a response to the hard-line 
policies of Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu when they 
meet Saturday in Cairo. Syria was 
reportedly seeking to bring up its 
disputes with Turkey over sharing 
the Euphrates River and the 
Israel i-Turkish military agreement 
as well. 

But in a strongly worded letter, 
Turkish President Suleyman 
Demirel warned Arab leaders not 
to address foe disputes. He said it 
would be tantamount to 
interference in Turkey's domestic 
affairs. Arab diplomats said on 
condition of anonymity.

TEHRAN - Kuwait's Parliament 
passed a bill on Tuesday that 
would control the charges of tire 
Persian Gulf state's only provider 
of mobile telephone and pager 
services and could permit a rival 
to challenge its monopoly.

The opposition bill was passed 
by 36 deputies against five absten- 
tions. It requires the approval of 
the Emir Sheikh Jaber al-Ahmad 
al-Sabah. 

Deputies called the Mobile 
Telecommunications Company 
MJ'C a monopoly that provides 
poor services at inflated rates. 

The bill obliges the government 
to allow for investors who want to 
establish another mobile telecom- 
munications firm within one year. 

"This bill full fils a strong popu- 
lar; desire," deputy Ali al-Baghli, 
a strong backer of the measure, 


told reporters. 

Asked whether this measure 
would heln MPs in the October 
election campaign, Baghli said: 
"this conclusion is inevitable but it 
does not represent tire motive (be- 
hind the bill). " 

Some 125,000 of the country’s 
1.8 million population carry MTC 
handsets at an annual subscription 
fee of 100 dinars and a further 
140,000 carry its pagers at 70 di- 
nars per year. 

The measure would cut the an- 
nual fee for mobile telephones to 
30 dinars and that for pagers to 20 
dinars. 

Preliminary estimates indicate 
the measure, if enacted could cost 
MTC about 15 million dinars in 
lost revenue. But, the bill could 
encourage more people to buy mo- 
bile telephones reducing the im- 
mediate losses of MTC, an 
economist said.

BAGHDAD (AFP) — UN envoy 
Rolf Ekei-s was braided a “liar” 
and a tool of foe United States as 
be began a mission here Wednes- 
day to urge Iraq to stop prevent- 
ing his inspectors from searching 
sites suspected of harboring 
banned weapons material. 

Ekeus, chairman of the UN 
Special Commission (UNSCOM) 
on disarming Iraq, arrived in 
Baghdad from Bahrain and would 
dart talks here later Wedn e sday 
with Deputy Prime Minister 
Tareq Aziz and other senior 
Iraqis, UN officials said. 

He said in Bahrain Tuesday 
that “Iraq must allow foe inspec- 
tion team to visit and inspect, im- 
mediately and unconditionally, all 
foe sites, all the installations and 
all the equipment that we deem 
necessary.” 


Baghdad, which foe Iraqis barred 
access to last week, may contain 
“nuclear material, other material 
linked to missiles and documents 
on arms purchases," he also told 
foe newspaper. 

Iraq said Friday that inspec- 
tions of foe Republican Guard 
sites could only take place in foe 
presence of Ekeus and Aziz, bid: 
its terms were rejected by foe UN 
Security Council which has de- 
manded unconditional access.

Army Helicopters Collide,

British Cull Concession Raises

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Britain on 
Wednesday bowed to its European 
Union partners and agreed to 
broaden a cull of cattle judged 
most at risk of "mad cow" disease, 
removing a key obstacle to a deal 
to foe beef crisis being struck at 
Friday’s summit of EU leaders in 
Florence.

Indian Govt. Backtracks 
After Protests 


NEW DELHI (AFP) — India’s 
new government on Tuesday 
quickly backtracked on its pro- 
posed austerity drive, which 
would have triggered job cuts, 
after powerful trade unions 
threatened a countrywide strike. 

The United Front government 
said its measures, aimed at prun- 
ing fiscal deficit from the 1997- 
98 budget, would not lead to 
retrenchment or any reduction in 
the wages of the milli ons on gov- 
ernment payrolls. 

“There would be no retrench- 
ment of any employee in any 
central government ministry, or- 
ganization or public sector un- 
dertaking,’* the Finance Ministry 
said in a detailed note. 

’There will be jio reduction 
in die wages of government em- 
ployees,” it added. 


The government reaction 
came soon after India’s dominant 
Communist Party came out 
strongly against the Finance 
Ministry directives of Monday 
threatening a wage freeze and 
lay-offs as part of a sweeping 
austerity drive.

The budget is usually pre- 
sented in Parliament in June, but 
it was deferred because of this 
month’s elections and because 
the current government is a care- 
taker. The financial year starts 
July I. 

Wahiduddm Mahmud, the 
government’s finance and plan- 


ning adwsor, has warned that the 
new government would face seri- 
ous financial constraints and 
would likely be forced to make 
cuts.

Britain trailed in last but man- 
aged 31 blue flags this year com- 
pared to just 18 in 1995.

Mixed News 
on Breast 
Cancer-Pill 
Link 

LONDON (Reuter) — Women 
have a slightly higher chance of 
contracting breast cancer when 
they are taking the contraceptive 
pill but there is no long-term in- 
crease in risk for former pill users, 
a worldwide report said recently. 

The Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund (ICRF) said their 
investigation involved information 
pn 53,000 women with breast 
cancer in 25 countries and 
comprised virtually all the 
worldwide evidence available on 
tiie pill and breast cancer. 

10,000 women who used the 
pill when aged 25 to 29, about 49 
breast cancers would be diagnosed 
in tiie period from the start of use 
up to 10 years after stopping, 
compared to 44 cancers diagnosed 
in women who had not taken tiie 
pill. 

The small increase in the 
number of breast cancers was 
evident only in women taking the 
pill and in the 10 years after 
stopping. 

“After women come off the pill 
tiiis excess declines, disappearing 
completely after 10 years,” Dr 
Valerie Bend, head of the ICRFs 
study group said. 

‘ ‘The absence of any increase 10 
or more years after stopping is 
found consisteniy for all groups of 
women studied — young women, 
older women, women with a family 
history of breast cancer, women of 
different ethnic origin,’’ she said. 

It was also true regardless ofhow 
old women were when they began 
taking the pill, how long they took 
it and what type of pill they took, 
she said. 

Breast cancer is the most 
common cancer in women, killing 
about 500,000 each year 
worldwide. More than 200 million 
women have used the pill and an 
estimated 100 million currently 
t ake it. _

4 NEW YORK (AFP) -Sony Coipo- 
1 ration jumped into the personal 
computer market Monday, unveil- 
) ing its first PC for what the Japa- 
nese electronics giant called a 
“new age" of information and en- 
tertainment. 

The units will be sold in the 
United States starting in August at 
a range between $2*000 and 
$3,000, in line with other PC 
makers, the com p a n y cnid . 

The new strategy for Sony put it 
into a competitive market agnin<e» 
firms such as Compaq Computer, 
Hewlett-Packard and Packard Bell 
Electronics. 

But Sony is Hawking qq giving its 
computers an edge with its 
expertise in video and audio 
electronics, said Kuni Ando, 
president for information 
technologies, for Sony Corp. 

“Sony will make home PCs with 
superior audio and video 
performance, ” Ando said at a news 
conference at the New York PC 
Expo. 

“Our challenge is to' take 
advantage of our audio and video 
expertise to build a 
communications device of the new 
age.” 

Ando said the shift to home- 
computers as entBr tammwit 
is “the highest corporate priority” 
for Sony, which has been known 
here for television sets, andio 
components and its investment in 
Hollywood’s entertainment 
industry. 

“The Sony PC is designed to 
integrate Sony quality audio and 
video, as well as to facilitate the 
convergence of computers with 
consumer electronics and 
communications devices,” a dded 
Carl Yankowski, president and 
chief operating officer of the Sony 
electronics unit of the Japanese 
firnw* 

“Computers have reached the 
point where they have the potential 
f° be powerful entertainment i 


devices in the home.” 

The Sony PCs will use Intel’s 
Pentium processors and Microsoft 
Windows 95 operating system and 
will have their own multimedia 
audio and video systems. The units 
will be violet and gray, joining a 
trend toward more colorful home 
computers. 

Designed fay the same Sony art 
director behind the company’s 
Playstation video game system, the 
m a chines sport such touches as a 
sliding door that conceals the slots 
for their floppy disk and CD-ROM 
drives. 

The two versions also inrlndo 
modems that let people talk and 
exchange data over a single phone 
line, which could for example allow 
Sony’s technical support personnel 
to diag n ose problems while talking 
on the phone with the customer. 

For Sony, the PC is “only a first 
generation” of what the company 
called a new era in “interactive 
entertainment”, said \knkowsld. 

PC sales have reached a critical 
mass as computers become more 
entertainment machines than word 
processing or number crunching 
tools, he said. “Personal 
computing is decidedly a famil y 
affair.” 

Sony’s choice to launch its PCs 
in the United States, where 
computers are present in one third 
of all homes, defies some analysts 
who claim the American market is 
saturated. 

Another Japanese firm. Sharp, 
introduced a notebook computer 
here wife a screen that looks less 
like a TV screen and more like a 
wide-screen film. This enables 
users to view two Web pages side 
by side and more spreadsheet 
columns. 


In the meantime, Ibshiba in 
1995 captured first place in the 
notebook market, in terms of 
volume, even if Compaq continued 
to dominate the high end of the 
sector with its LTE. Between them 
Compaq and Toshiba control 
around 40 percent of the portable 
’ computer market 

Michael Winckler, head of 
Compaq’s portable division, said 
the market was be ginning to reflect 
several distinct needs.

The only way to remove the 
threats posed by the most 
dangerous POPs is to ban their use 
completely, and to develop 
alternatives where necessary.

Following is the text of a lecture delivered by Lt. G^. 
(Retd,) AM. SethnOy president of Delhi Farsi Anjuman 
(Delhi Zoroastrian. Association) at the Institute for 
Political and International Studies (ZPIS) here on June 
18. 
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Introduction 

The Iranian Institute of Political 
and International Studies «nd the 
Indian Institute of Defence Stud- 
ies and Analysis have taken on 
die laudable task of trying to 
work out an Asian strategic iden- 
tity. It is appropriate that India 
and Inn, situs of two ancient 
civ ilizations , dinp lH try and 
evolve such a concept as we al- 
ter the 21st century, breaking the 
shackles of three centuries and 
more of colonial subjugation, 
physical in many places, but in- 
tellectual in large areas of the 
world. 

I am most grateful to His Ex- 
cellency, Ali Reza Sheikh Attar, 
ambassador of Iran in India and 
Abbas Maleki, deputy foreign 
minister, for giving me an op- 
portunity to share my though t s 
with this august gathering. 

Broad Historical Survey 

During the heyday of ancient 
ci vilizatio n, white Caucasians 
were still in skins, and painted 
themselves with woodcolored 
mud. Our ancient civilization 
was as rich in ideas / thoughts / 
concepts as in territorial con- 
quest - the laws of the Medes 
and the Persians, the Ash okan 
Edicts of tolerance. Cyrus the 
Great, who liberated the Jews 
and rebuilt the Temples of Baby- 
lon and Jerusalem, was called the 
Lord Anointed in the Old Testa- 
ment. The Chinese considered 
themselves the “Middle King- 
dom". Mathematics, astronomy, 
grammar and their applied sci- 
ences in construction and archi- 
tecture, town planning 
(Mobenjedbaro) shipbuilding 
(Lothal), navigation, etc, handi- 
craft manufactures, cloth of 
gold, damask, muslin, jewelry 
were what they produced. 

Codes of conduct laid down 
by ancient religions, Avestha, 
Vadas, Confucians, for interac- 
tion of man with God; but even 
more "»n to man. In due course, 
ossified to ritualism; polity 
turned to lust for power of small 
elites of princes and priests lead- 
ing to alienation from foe 
masses. Science in the h an d and 
minds of Brahmins (elite) tech- 
nology in the hand of workers - 
those linkages broken followed 


by foe loss of power of foe king- 
doms. 

Since foe 17fo century, the 
. West manifested its superiority 
by naval & military expansion 
dynamism of youthful civiliza- 
tion with propensity for acquisi- 
tion. The search for a sea route 
to foe East to break the monoply 
of the Arab traders in spices led 
to die discovery of America. 
With the onset of industrial revo- 
lution based on coal and steam, 
attempts were made and suc- 
ceeded in breaking the handicraft 
industries of Asia* reducing foe 
countries from value-added 
economies to that of producers of 
raw materials. 

Even more insidious and dam- 
aging was the destruction of 
Asian science / thought 

a) Religion of foe imperial 
powers stressed Christianity's 
superiority — Spanish and Portu- 
guese empires to begin with. 

b) Only Western sciences 
were scientific - “ignorant su- 
perstitions" of the East was how 
all the sciences were treated. 

c) With foe spread of foe 
English language especially in 
India, even the “educated" 
spurned their own past, so much 
of it having been ritualized by 
priests and princes for their nar- 
row goals. 

d) Rise of Travelers, Indolo- 
gists, Orientalists from foe 17th 
century onwards to rediscover 
foe East (meaning Asia) and in- 
terpret it in their own light - 
Omar Khyyam of Fitzgerald. 

With foe bleeding of Europe 
in WWX and foe breakup of foe 
colonial empires after WW2, be- 
gan a new era of American he- 
gemony - foe Cold War, c tbe 
theory of the wells of power, foe 
politics of oil. The onset of the 
Cold War on Feb. 1947 coin- 
cided with British acceptance of 
the proposals of giving inde- 
pendence to the Indian Empire, 
albeit by partitioning foe coun- 
try. That, is turn, led to foe 
breaking up of a multicultural 
whole into two politics: Entities 
and weakening of foe South 
Asian identity. In turn, foe 
events of foe Cold War spilled 
over into Asia - foe CENTO 
pact, foe arms inflow into the re- 
gion and weakening of econo- 
mies, wars and destruction. 

In the aftermath of WW2 and

foe emergence of Indian Inde- 
pendence arose Nehru who as 
foreign minister of India's : n- 
lerim govt in 1946, created the 
concept of foe 1st Asian Confer- 
ence March 1947 even BEFORE 
our independence, with Japan a 
special invitee, being a victim of 
atomic bombing. 

Since foe end of WW2, conn- 
tries of Asia have become vic- 
tims of all types of warfare. 

a) Hiroshima & Nagasaki 
atomic destruction in 1945 

b) Chemicals and defoliants in 
Vietnam 

c) Almost non-stop conven- 
tional wars, Korea, Vietnam and 
the Sub-Continent. Iran, Iraq and 
Operation Desert Storm, Af- 
ghanistan. 

d) Lew intensity conflicts of 
unending nature - Malaya to Af- 
ghanistan. 

The post-Cold War period 
was characterized by two highly- 
dangerous developments. 

a) Regions awash with small 
arms and fight weapons intro- 
duced by foe USA, USSR, origi- 
nally for fighting their proxy 
wars during foe Cold War pe- 
riod. 

b) Drug, money and concomi- 
tant funds for weapons, now a 
major trade. 

So much for a broad tour de 
horizen, from which some 
strands come forth, around 
which can be woven foe tapestry 
of our Asian identity and that of 
our strategic identites in particu- 

a) Suffering 

b) Civilization 

c) Emergence of Asiaminded- 
ness 

A Strategy for Finding 
an Asian Strategic 
Identity 

Can an Asian strategy emerge 
from these strands of commonal- 
ity of suffering? Can the ancient 
civilizations of Asia emerge into 
an awakened continental cohe- 
sion? A strategy is evolved tak- 
ing into consideration all foe 
strengths and capabilities avail- 
able to a nation, and marshaling 
them to achieve foe national aim. 
Even working at foe national 
state level, this is a difficult task; 
at a continental stage, and that, 
too, for a vast and disparate 
group of countries, the task be- 
comes more difficult, dealing as 
we are with more than half the 
population of the world. Strate- 
gies evolve best when tasked 
against an “enemy” with some- 
thing to be done to achieve suc- 
cess. How can we then start this 
process. Long and slow it will 
be, with numerous hurdles to 
cross; but gradually and, with 
patience, I believe such a consen- 
sus may emerge. 

Let us, to begin with, take 
one unifying factor from which 
we may be able to start - the In- 
dian Ocean, foe northern portion 
of which washes the coasts of 
most of the Asian countries. 
There are others who have foe 
Pacific Ocean on their shores and 
the Indian Ocean itself stretches 
from Africa to Australia. The 
oceans of the world have had a 
major bearing on foe develop- 
ment of strategies. Unfortu- 
nately, too often we have looked 
at only the land borders and 
therefore taken a continental 
point of view. During the pre-co- 
lonial period, foe Indian Ocean 
had provided a model for coop- 


eration through trade - Omani 
vessels with Omani sailors and 
their see and navigation skills 
handed down to ail foe peoples 
of East Africa - Somalis and 
Makraois. The Omani presence 
in Malabar was also felt. In the 
absence of the concept of na- 
tional states daring that period, 
Asian trading patterns were not 
supported by military power. 
Capital for trade came from Gu- 
jrat, and trade consisted of 
spices, pepper, textiles, cotton 
and silk, diamonds, rubies and 
emeralds. Rice and ivory, opium 
and incense, and not to be men- 
tioned too loudly, slaves. This 
trade linked almost all the coun- 
tries of the region - from Eastern 
Africa to China. This pattern 
was disrupted and its identity lost 
with foe advent of Western colo- 
nial powers, even before they got 
continental footing, carried out 
by privateers and pirates with 
authority of their own Western 
governments. 

The present scenario is mainly 
in sea-borne trade comprising in 
oil. For its safe transportation, 
dominant world powers have 
taken extensive steps. The de- 
cline of Britain, which ruled the 
waves until the end of WW2, has 
seen the emerge of the USA and 
foe USSR. Until foe end of foe 
Cold War, their rivalry has been 
conditioned on foe strategic pat- 
tern of the whole world, the re- 
gions of foe Indian Ocean and 
foe Pacific in particular. Littoral 
countries of Asia have been 
brought under their respective 
control by a variety of means — 
military in some cases but more 
importantly, ideologically, by 
supporting national liberation 
movements, and by economic 
means - not the least by the sup- 


ply of arms and exercise of con- 
trol through them, but principally 
by economic powers. 

In foe understanding of the 
importance oceans on suatgegic 
formulation, it has to be remem- 
bered chat navies take at least 
two decades to build. Ships can 
be built or bought, but the strate- 
gic culture of foe seas take much, 
much longer. The Indian Ocean 
as a zone of peace, as a strategic 
concept, was first put up at a 
NAM meet in Lusaka, and be- 
came a part of a UN resolution 
as far back as Dec. 1971. And 
yet, 25 years later where are we? 
In the geo-strategic regions there 
are interstate conflicts and rival- 
ries which, in many cases, are 
far stronger than the desire to co- 
operate and coexist. These have 
been exploited by foe superpow- 
ers. With the breakup of the So- 
viet Union comes the hegemony 
of the U.S. Regional forums, viz 
foe Indian Ocean forum, are 
sprouting. A strategic identity 
could possibly evolve over the 
years. To begin with, let us try 
and achieve a modicum of suc- 
cess from some of foe less con- 
tentious issues, but for which 
there is common concern and 
agreement: 

a. Environmental pollution 
control 

b. Information exchange in 
drug trafficking, piracy, poach- 
ing and illegal human traffic 

c. Fisheries protection 

d. Search and rescue. 

For all this political will, 
hardly any political activity is 
necessary at this stage. 

We noted earlier foal in foe 
evolution of strategy an “enemy” 
is useful. Our common enemy is 
poverty and foe gauge of foe de- 
gree of our success, its speedy 
elimination. Japan is the out- 


standing Asian country which 
has succeeded in this. Korea. 
Taiwan, Singapore and foe AS- 
EAN countries are following 
suit. The emerging economies of 
the Asian Tiger* and the newly 
liberalized economies of Indone- 
sia and India are attempts in that 
direction. We will not have 
smooth sailing though there will 
he opposition from those en- 
trenched earlier. However, the 
socio-economic conditions of foe 
world are such that Asian suc- 
cess is possible as the age of 
Asia has arrived, inspite of foe 
many national and regional prob- 
lems which persist. 

From this, it is possible that 
we may be able to achieve the di- 
rection for bringing about an 
Asian strategic identity. These 
are: 

a. Economic — The creation 
of wealth and its distribution to 
foe peoples of the continent. The 
slogan could be “work and you 
will prosper”. Governments 
need to provide the infrastructure 
required and a support net for the 
most helpless. 

b. Peoples' support and par- 
ticipation for which governments 
have to be in tune with their as- 
pirations— national, regional and 
continental. 

c. Education — Openness of 
society to learn from the whole 
world, but more about each other 
in foe Asian region. 

d. Most importantly, foe utili- 
zation of today's most potent 
weapon information technology. 

Much of what we have been 
discussing may be seen as futur- 
ist, requiring a totally different 
mind-set. Are we prepared to 
give it a try? 

I look forward to a fruitful 
discussion. 


Refugee Ship Returns to 


MONROVIA (AFP) — A Russian 
trawler carrying 450 Liberians and 
other Africans returned after more 
than three weeks at sea in search 
of a host country to accommodate 
the refugees, port authorities said. 

The round trip of the Zolotitsa 
(golden nugget in Russian) which 
had left the war-torn Liberian 
capital illegally on May 26, cov- 
ered more than 1,600 nautical 
miles. 

’Life on foe ship was very de- 
plorable," said one of the passen- 
gers. 

"It was so crowded, there was 
no place to sit, " said another. 

"The engine was good but the 
ship traveled without light, " said a 
third. 

Disembarking passengers, who 
included 230 Liberians and 135 
Ghanaians, looked "visibly mal- 
nourished and dressed in rags," 
said National Port Authority 
(NPA) Managing Director Fassue 
Kell eh. 

As relatives of the returnees 
flocked to the port, some chanting 
"the lord has done it for me again, " 
authorities there supplied food and 
water and described foe scene as 
"pathetic." 

"I’m happy to be hack, because 
there is no place like home," one 
passenger was quoted as saying. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross, foe aid agencies 
Medecins Sans Frontieres (MSF — 


Monrovia 

doctors without borders) and Ac- 
tion Contre La Faim (action 
against hunger) were also on hand 
with food such as high-energy bis- 
cuits and supplies of clean drink- 
ing water. 

Kelleh said foe NPA was think- 
ing about taking legal action 
against foe ship's owner. 

The ordeal on board the 
Zolotitsa began well before its de- 
parture from Monrovia. Hundreds 
had been waiting on the vessel for 
weeks, desperate to flee a city 
where rival factions were involved 
in heavy fighting, but mechanical 
problems prevented it from leav- 
ing. 

On one occasion engine prob- 
lems forced it to return to the free 
port just minutes after it had left. 

On another, when fighting 
broke out in foe port itself, hun- 
dreds of civilians crammed into 
several ships which then left foe 
docks, only to return once foe 
clashes had subsided. 

A few days after foe Zolotitsa 
eventually left Liberia, Ghanaian 
authorities in foe ports of Tema 
and Takoradi refused to allow foe 
passengers to disembark, despite 
appeals from foe United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR). 

The Ghanaian Navy towed the 
vessel into international waters 
and, according to one passenger, 
near Tema opened fire to prevent 
it from docking. 


Togolese authorities also re- 
fused to accommodate foe relu-i 
gees although water, feel and food 
were taken on board when foe ship 
docked briefly in Lome. 

"We are very disappointed with 
what we see as the cynicism ot 
regional states and the seeming 
powerlessness of the international 
community,” said MSF's Liberia 
coordinator Phil Doherty in Abid- ! 
jan, after an aerial search, foe sec- 
ond conducted by foe aid agency, | 
failed to locate the Zolotitsa. 

News of foe vessel’s return 
came as foe UNHCR also planned 
to conduct an aerial search over 
Cape Palmas, which marks the 
border between Liberia and neigh- 
boring Ivory Coast, and where an 
unconfirmed sighting over foe 
weekend placed foe ship. 

The civil war in Liberia, ig- 
nited in December 1989, has 
turned the country into one of Af- 
rica's biggest sources of refugees. 

Of a pre-war population of 2.5 
million, some 740,000 are now 
living as refugees, mainly in 
neighboring Guinea and Ivory 
Coast, according to the UNHCR.

Almost perfectly propor- 
tioned, the marble odyssey is 
adorned wife pietra dura jewels 
and robes of intricately-patterned 
carvings. The black-chequered 
mosaic on the steps is quite 
unique. Legend has it that if 
r-3,000 pairs of shoes with corre- 
sponding colors could be ar- 
ranged on the spots-n-stripes all 
around, none of the owners 
would be able to find his foot- 
wear in a day. 


Inside the mausoleum, the 
patterns on the screens on the 
way to the cenotaphs are equally 
interesting. The precious stones 
inlaid in its floral friezes sparkle 
whenever oblique rays of light 
filler through die screen to fell 
on them. But die screen around 
the cenotaphs, with a selection of 
turquoise, carndians, corals and 
chacedony inlaid in it, is (he 
most magnificent of all. A litde 
midget of a man, torch in hand, 
gives a demonstration of die bril- 
liance of die gems. When he puts 
the Torch to a turqoise inlaid in a 
wreath, they glow like ambers. 
When be gives a demonstration 
of the Taj “talking back” by ut- 
tering some discernible Allah-o- 
Afcbar or other undiscemible 
sounds, the Taj echoes back dif- 
ferently each time. 

Sunset at the Taj is the most 
awaited time. Be sure not to miss 
it! The spectacle begins around 
six when its dazzling white starts 
to turn into gold. With the pro- 
gress! on of time, a bit of peach 
gets into die cream. Then it 
changes and displays a blush of 
warm flesh tone. As the sun de- 
scends behind it, it changes into 
a soft eerie bine.

O n the east bank of the 
Nik, 400 miles south of 
Cairo, lies Luxor, the rite 
of ancient Thebes, capital of 
Egypt from 1550 B.C. to 1070 
B.C. Renowned at its zenith for 
its power and wealth, here the 
pharaohs built great palaces, tem- 
ples and monuments to their 
gods. Across the Nile rise the 
rocky hills of the west bank, 
where you can visit the tombs of 
pharaohs, their queens and no- 
bles. 

Two great temple complexes 
were built at Thebes — the great

shrine of Kamak and die Luxor 
Temple. U nlike other royal pal- 
aces which were built of mud 
bricks, these temples were bniJt 
of stone as an eternal memorial to 
the gods. 

Once elaborately embellished 
with painted pillars and gold and 
alabaster walls, the great Luxor 
Temple is a vast ensemble of 
courts and chapels, bearing on its 
walls the story of die lives of the 
ancient Thebans in some of the 
most exquisite relief work in 
Egypt Hard though it is to imag-

ine, only a century ago the Luxor 
Temple was corned by shanties 
and rubbish. After being discov- 
ered by accident, the site was 
quickly cleared to reveal the mag- 
nificent temple complex. 

Built between 1414 B.C. and 
1397 B.C. by the pleasure-loving 
pharaoh Axaenbatep HI, die tem- 
ple was dedicated to die trinity of 
Egyptian gods: Amun-Ra, his 
wife Mut and their son Shoos. 
With the exception of Amen- 
hotep’s son Akeabatea (the revo- 
lutionary pharaoh who was 
married to the beautiful Nefer- 
titi), later pharaohs, including Tu- 
tankhamun , Horembeb, Harnesses 
n and Alexander the Great, added 
more b uildings. Now to be found 
in the middle of the modem 
Luxor town, the vast temple cov- 
ers four-and-a-half acres. 

Adding to the original work 
of Amenhotep IQ, die great 
builder, Ramesses Q constructed 
die massive front pylons which 
now form die monumental en- 
trance to the temple. One of his 
two. pink granite obelisks still 
towers over the temple entrance, 
the other now stands in the Place 
de la Concorde in Paris. 

Six colossal statues of Ha- 
rnesses 13 once guarded the en- 
trace and flags waved gaily above 
its walls. Now only three of the 
statues survive — two figures 
seated on the throne beside the 
entrance and one standing outside 
the west pylon. 

A great warrior pharaoh, said 
to have had 1 1 sons and 67 
daughters, Ramesses II is de- 
picted in his famous campaigns

Beyond the majestic front py- 
lons ties another of his addi- 
tions — the great courtyard of 
Ramesses II, surrounded by a col- 



facade of a house in Luxor, 
decorated in a colorful blend of 
ancient and modern designs. 

onnade of 74 columns shaped like 
papyrus buds. Many monumental 
statues stand and sit between the 
columns. 

Inside the courtyard, the old 
and not so old mingle. The small 
mosque, parts of which date back 
to 1000 A.D., stands in a comer. 
Well preserved and still in use, it 
is greatly revered by local wor- 
shipers. 

Two giant seated figures of 
Ramesses II flank the colonnade 
of Amenhotep IQ. Fourteen beau- 
tiful open-flower papyrus col- 
umns 52 feet high form die tall 
processional colonnade contained 
in a long rectangular hall where 
visitors can stroll out of the heat 
of the day and admire die walls, 
decorated with reliefs dating back 
to the regin of Tutankhamun and 
Horembeb. Some of the richest 
relief work in Egyptian art is to 
be found here. The annual Opet 
Festival of the ancient Thebans is 
vividly depicted, showing priests, 
soldiers, musicians and dancers 
joining together in a lively pro- 
cession. 

Though die pharaoh Nectanebo 
I was the last to add to the tem- 
ple, he contributed one of its most 
striding features — a wide sand- 
stone-paved avenue lined with 90 
ram-beaded sphinxes. Once it 
stretched for several miles to the 
Tmples of Kamak in die north 
and must have witnessed the spec- 
tacular colorful pageantry and 
grandeur of die ancient festivals. 

The temple continues to sur- 
prise. In 1989, 22 statues, includ- 
ing an eight-foot high statue of its 
founder, Amenhotep IQ, were 
found by u/orkmen—-ooe of die 
most important findings in the 


area since the discovery of Tu- 
tankhannm's tomb in 1922. 

Today the sun's rays filter 
through, the great temple casting 
long afternoon shadows and sof- 
tening the color of the stone; the 
voices of die builders and wor- 
shipers of ancient Thebes have 
long since fallen silent, but they 
still seem to speak to us through 
their mighty temple. 

MUSEUM OF ANCIENT 

EGYPTIAN ART 

Luxor is the tourist center for Up- 
per Egypt. A wide tree-lined 
road, the Comiche, runs along- 
side die Nile past die Luxor Tem- 
ple to the shrine of Kamak. 
Though simple and unsophisti- 
cated, the town has old-world 
charm. The most popular form of 
transport for visitors is the horse- 
drawn carriage, while ferries ply 
the Nile on tours of die remark- 
able collection of monuments and 
sights of die west bank. 

Close to die town center is 
the Museum of Ancient Egyptian 
Art, a small gem of a museum, 
housing rare discoveries from an- 
cient Thebes. 

VALLEY OF THE KINGS 

Rising above the green fringe on 
the west bank of the Nile at 
Luxor are a range of pink lime- 
stone lulls, die home of the Val- 
ley of the Kings, the Valley of the 
Nobles, the Valley of the Queens, 
and many great monuments of die 
pharaohs. Various tombs are open 
to the public including the famous 
tomb of Tutankhamun. 

TEMPLE OF KARNAK 

Two miles south of otbe Luxor 
Temple lies the other great temple 
complex of Luxor, the Kamak 
Temple. Walking through the 
great Avenue of the Rams, visi- 
tors enter this vast complex of 
courtyards, halls, smaller temples 
and shrines. One of the great 
monuments of Egyptian antiquity, 
the complex covers 60 acres. The 
Great Hypostyle Hall is die larg- 
est hall in the world. (Reprinted 
from Hello, October 1994.)
